At  the  beginning  of  the  1974  football  season, 
expectations  were  running  high  for  the  Mars  Hill 
College  Lions.  Much  to  the  dread  of  their 
opponents,  the  entire  1973  starting  lineup  was 
returning  along  with  some  impressive  backup 
support.  The  offensive  line  was  headed  by  such 
stars  as  all-conference  lineman  Chuck  Howard  and 
lettermen  Billy  Simmons,  Alan  Hunter,  and  Jeep 
McFadden.  Scott  Ferguson  returned  as  well,  along 
with  the  very  effective  passing  combination  of 
Danny  Robinson  to  end  Ronnie  Capps.  Added  to  these 
were  even  stronger  running  backs  led  by 
all-conference  halfback  Ronnie  Reeves,  Jerome 
Durham,  and  transfer  Charlie  Hammersley.  The 
burden  for  improvement,  however,  lay  with  the 
defense,  for  although  the  Lions  of  '73  led  the 
Carolinas  Conference  in  offense,  they  trailed  most 
teams  in  defense.  This  year  would  be  different 
with  Mars  Hill  posting  one  of  the  best  defenses  in 
the  conference  directed  by  Dan  Johnson  and 
captained  by  David  Boschelli,  along  with  Spike 
Anderson,  Tom  Fisher,  Walt  Nichols,  Jerry  Chester, 
Jeff  Stapleton,  Greg  Hasselbring,  and  others. 
As  seen  above,  the  Lions  of  1974  showed  very 
impressive  credentials;  yet  they  were  faced  with 
one  of  the  toughest  schedules  ever.  The  question 
was  —  would  they  meet  the  challenge?  They  did 
with  one  of  the  most  exciting  and  successful 
seasons  in  Mars  Hill  College  history.  After 
suffering  setbacks  near  the  first  of  the  season, 
the  Lions  rebounded  strongly  to  upset  nationally 
ranked  Georgetown  39-36.  A  very  exciting  27-24 
homecoming  victory  over  Guilford  came  between  the 
last  two  defeats  MHC  would  suffer  in  1974. 
Following  a  disappointing  loss  to  Lenoir-Rhyne,  the 
Lions  were  determined  to  finish  the  season  strongly 
and  secure  for  Mars  Hill  the  first  winning  season 
since  it  became  a  senior  college.  They 
accomplished  this  goal  by  edging  arch-rival 
Gardner-Webb  26-23,  and  then  totally  demolishing 
their  last  three  opponents — St.  Leo,  Newberry,  and 
Carson-Newman.  Therefore,  as  the  season  came  to  a 
conclusion.  Mars  Hill  football,  under  the  direction 
of  Coach  Claude  Gibson,  was  looking  good.  The 
success  of  the  '74  season  could  only  be  outshown  by 
the  victories  to  come.
